CANCELED CHECKS 
INTRODUCED Al 
CASHIER'S TRIAL 


Government Seeks to Show 
Henry Giessenbier Put 
$1480 of Bank’s Funds 
in Own Account. 


Canceled checks and records of 
brokerage houses where the closed 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney 
Bank carried accounts designated 
“attention Mr. Giessenbier,” have 
been introduced at the trial of Hen- 


ry Giessenbier, cashier of the bank 
accused of misapplying $19,763 of its 
funds. 

The trial, before a 13-man jury in 
Federal Judge Davis’ court, con- 
tinued today with the Government 
seeking to show that Giessenbier 
used the funds of depositors in 1931 
to meet his own obligations on stock 
market speculations. 

In cross-examination of witnesses 
Forrest C. Donnell of defense coun- 
sel brought out that it was custom- 
ary for banks to carry accounts) 
with brokerage firms and to buy 
and sell stocks for the accommoda- | 
tion of their customers. 

First Count of Indictment. 

The testimony so far has been 
directed toward the first count of 
the indictment which alleged that 
Giessenbier misapplied $1480 of the 
bank’s funds by depositing that) 
amount in his personal checking | 
account with another bank. 

The checks through which the, 
Government expected to prove that 
charge were identified by Frank | 
Merget, head bookkeeper for the | 
bank. They’ included’ cashier's 
checks of the Scruggs bank pay- 
able to brokerage houses and 
checks credited to the accounts of 
depositors or to the bank's own ac- 
carried under its Clearing 
House designation -“No. 68.”

HOLDS WELLSTON 
TRUST MUST PAY 
LEVY ON STOCK 


Federal Judge Rules $240,- 
000 Due on Grand Na- 
tional Shares Under Dou- 
ble Liability: Law. 


The closed Wellston Trust Co. was 
the owner of 2400 shares of stock 
in the closed Grand National Bank 


and as such must pay an assess- 
ment of $240,000 to the receiver for 
the Grand National, Federal Judge 
Davis ruled today. 

Ownership of the stock had been 
disclaimed by the Wellston Trust 
Co. in an effort to avoid paying the 
assessment, levied under the double 
liability provision of national bank 
charters. 

Both banks, .which were con- 
trolled by Ed Mays, are being liqui- 
dated. The State Finance Depart- 
ment, in charge of liquidation of 
the trust company, contended the 
stock was never actually owned by 
the Wellston Trust Co., but came 
into its possession by an arrange- 
ment devised to evade a State law 
limiting the amount the trust com- 
pany could lend to any individual. 

Ruling on State Law. 

Judge Davis found, however, that 
the same statute that limited loans 
by State banks to any ‘individual 
to 25 per cent of their capital and 
surplus also authorized State banks 
to own all or part of the capital 
stock. of a national bank. 

To construe the transaction in 
Grand National Bank stock as a 
loan, the Court held, would be an

(1) In spite of rises and declines, 
business has kept well above the 
low level of March, 1933. Increased 
buying power of workers and farm- 
ers has been the chief factor in| 
sustaining this higher level. 

(2) Business profits. have in- 
creased in these two years; the fi- 
nancial condition of business firms 
in general has improved so that 
in the spring of 1935, many more 
firms are in a position to profit 
by rising activity than in any of 
the three previous years.

OR QUOTAS ON POTATO 
PRODUCTION AND SALES 


Bare Majority of Committee of 
Growers From 21 States 
Approves Draft of Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—A bare 


majority of a committee represent- 
ing potato growers in 21 states ap- 
proved yesterday the tentative draft 


of a bill to make potatoes a basic 
commodity and set up production 
and sales quotas. 

As drafted and approved, the bill 
would provide for _ production 
quotas, to be fixed by states, based 
on the yield of any three years from 
1927 to 1933, and sales quotas, to 
be made to individual growers, 
based on sales records from 1930 
to 1933. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture would be empowered to im- 
pose a tax of 75 cents on every 100 
pounds of potatoes sold in excess 
of sales allotments. 

Eleven. of the 21 states repre- 
sented at the meeting were record- 
ed in favor of the bill. Four were 
voted present, three against, two ab- 
serft and one not voting.

Reversing the usual order of 
things? Revolutionary, you say. 
Men and women usurping each oth- 
er’s traditional domestic duties, as- 
suming each others’ jobs? What is 
the world coming to? you may ask 
in alarm. 

The answer is, No. Or why not? 
Or, wherein is there anything upset- 
ting? 

Haven’t women always been left 
at home to struggle with household 
equipment that gets out of order, 
make emergency repairs pending 
the arrival of expert electrician, 
plumber, carpenter or amateur 
handy man? Haven't women always 
been handy men, their willingness 
seldom in question, their ingenuity 
and resourcefulness often surpris- 
ing, their lack of trained mechani- 
ical skill, indeed, their only handi- 
cap? And haven't men always come 
home to sniff suspiciously at the in- 
gredients of a good hash or salad, 
wondering at the whys and where- 
fores of table etiquette, why house- 
hold supplies cost what they do and 
why they wear out—all their com- 
plaints and misunderstandings of 
how the domestic wheels go round 
and what goes with the 90 per cent 
of their earnings their wives are 
entrusted with spending due to their 
ignorance of the bare fundamentals 
of household economics? 

Then why shouldn’t women be 
trained in mechanics and men be 
trained in domestic science? It 
won't lead to greater independence, 
one sex of the other, but to greater 
co-operation, less domestic friction, 
lowering of the causes of divonce. 

On this theory two distinctly new 
courses, revolutionary if you will, 
are being tried out in Jefferson 
City Senior High School, Junior 
College, it is called, for the first 
time in this State, although the 
plan did not originate here. Den- 
ver, Los Angeles, Tulsa and possi- 
bly other public school systems 
have courses in domestic science 
for boys and applied household me- 
chanics for girls. 

Here in the State capital, begin- 
ning modestly last September the 
two classes were limited to the en- 
rollment of 20 students each to be 
drawn from the more mature, se- 
rious-minded senior grades. 

At first there was a good deal of 
scoffing and kidding when regular 
boys of the rough-neck persuasion 
(no sissy would have dared enroll) 
stripped off their sweaters, donned 
white aprons and lined up at the 
ranges, kitchen tables and sinks 
and the sewing tables of Miss Lou 
Dillon’s domestic science class 
rooms. And the girls invading the 
manual] training shop, though wel- 
comed by the young and popular 
instructor, Mark Brooks, were

OYS proudly display in their 
B note books the recipes’ they 

have mastered, give you a 
quick demonstration of the proper 
way to set a table and tidying up 
after a meal. Yesterday, while the 
boys were engaged at a lesson de- 
tecting silk, linen, cotton or other 
fibers in various fabrics there came 
the announcement of a debate in 
the public speaking class which stu- 
dents in all other classes might be 
excused to attend. There were only 
two desertions from the domestic 
science class. After the 60-minute 
period, boys crowded around this 
reporter earnestly protesting their 
reasons for taking the course. 

“I always have to help around the 
house, anyway. Now it is easier 
because I am learning the right sys- 
tems,” said one. “I have learned 
to order a meal in a restaurant so 
as to get the best food values for 
the least money. But, “complained 
another boy, irrelevantly,” how 
are you going to keep your date 
from ordering the most expensive 
things on the bill of fare? We've 
yet to learn that in domestic 
science.” “I have learned to carve 
a roast without tearing it to pieces 
and spattering the whole family,” 
contributed another “I’ve learned 
to come out even on my cutlery, 
how the meal should be served. and 
what is expected of me as a host,” 
said another. “I’ve learned so much 
about dry goods and groceries I 
believe I could conduct a business 
in either one,” observed one boy. 
“One thing I want to learn is how 
to clean and repair my clothes so 
as to save tailor’s bills,” contributed 
another. 

Before the boys complete the 
course they will have been instruct- 
ed in five principle units: Cookery, 
which includes planning and pre- 
paring balanced menus, selection of 
foods, employing substitutes, just 
as wholesome and less expensive. 
Textiles, embracing identification of 
fabrics, cleaning, pressing, repair- 
ing garments, orderliness, care of 
personal belongings: Thrift, the 
preparation of household ‘budgets, 
study of cash-and-carry and credit

systems, intelligent buying: Shel- 
ter, developments in architecture, 
site for the house, arrangement, 
convenience, costs of building and 
materials: Family Relations, home 
making as a business. 


“This last is the most important 
topic,” said Miss Dillon, ‘‘because it 
deals with happy marital adjust- 
ments for which boys should be 
prepared as well as girls. And since 
much of our housekeeping has been 
taken out of the home and into in- 
dustry it is well for boys going into 
a business which caters to house- 
hold needs to gain the knowledge 
this course offers if only because 
it will help them in their business.” 


Girls busy at work benches were 
just as eager to proclaim their ac- 
complishments in a new field. They 
displayed as evidence completed 
projects made by each member of 
the class, bread boards, being the 
first undertaken, taborets, inlaid 
boxes, whatnots, upholstered foot- 
stools, besides individual repair 
jobs done on pieces of furniture 
brought from home. 


It had not been a joke, but a seri- 
ous lesson, learning to drive a nail. 
There is a right way to doit. Men 
may be born with this knowledge, 
but a mere woman can acquire it if 
the superior masculine possessor 
will take the trouble to explain it in 
reasonable terms. 

“Select the right type of hammer 
for the job. Weigh your hammer in 
your hand and balance it,” explains 
Mr. Brooks. “Grasp it not too near 
the end nor too close to the head. 
Determine by the hardness or soft- 
ness of the wood whether you shall 
use a thick or a slender nail. Sup- 
port the nail with thumb and two 
fingers until it has penetrated to 
the point where it is no longer like- 
ly to bend. Determine by the char- 
acter of the wood, with regard to 
splitting, how far from the edge to 
place the nail. Tap the nail exactly 
with the center of the hammer 
head, give it a direct lick, not a 
glancing blow. Expertness comes 
with practice. 

“Learning to square up stock is 
the next most fundamental and

The Dangers 
Of Drinking 
Bad Liquor 


Recent Cases Show Symp- 
toms Much Like Jamaica 
Ginger Paralysis.

ACK in the days of prohibition 
B the pressure to obtain some 

stimulation was so great, that 
in some parts of the country the 
citizens took to drinking Jamaica 
ginger. 

About 1930 there was first de- 
scribed an epidemic of paralysis 
which .was linked to the consump- 
tion of a number of brands of 
adulterated or synthetic Jamaica 
ginger. 

The illness was characterized by 
extreme nausea and  prostration 
the day after the ginger spree. 
Spree is perhaps an exaggerated 
term, as the amount of ginger 
drunk usually had nothing to do 
with the severity of the symptoms. 
The nausea and prostration were 
far greater than from any ordinary 
alcoholic debauch, and as most of 
the victims were old topers who 
were accustomed to recover from 
the ordinary effects of excessive 
ingestion, the symptoms caused 
a great deal of surprise. 

They were gone, however, within 
the first 48 hours. But within a 
few days more—usually five, but in 
some cases extending to 14, “the 
paralysis came on. It began usual- 
ly with cramps in the calves of: the 
legs and later the _ groins, and 
these were followed by an inability 
to raise the feet—foot drop. There 
was staggering on attempting to 
walk, and swaying if the patient 
stood with the eyes closed. Finally 
the legs (it was usually in the legs, 
sometimes other parts were in- 
volved) were almost completely 
paralyzed. 

Partial recovery usually occurred 
so that walking, although with 
some disability, was possible. In a 
few cases complete recovery was 
observed. But the rule was for some 
residual disability to remain. 

Fundamentally the paralysis was 
due to multiple neuritis—a degen- 
eration of the peripheral nerve 
trunks themselves—a condition 


| which can be brought on by many 
substances, 


such as lead, alcohol 
itself (although the suspicion of 
impurities is always present), ar- 
senic and diphtheria. 

But the small amount of alco- 
holic ginger which was drunk led 
to the search for some ‘other in- 


| 


gredient. After many experiments 
Maurice I. Smith of the United 
States public health service, an- 
nounced that a poison known as 
tri-ortho-cresyl-phosphate was, in 
his conviction, the cause. And that

cause its taste and smell resem- 
bled ginger. 

Now, the point is that within the 
last few weeks there are coming 
into notice cases which closely re- 
semble the old ginger - paralysis. 
They are related to drinking cheap, 
unstamped blended, and _ usually 
illegal, whiskies and gins. Three 
such cases have been personally re- 
ported to me, and I have heard

Whether tri-ortho- 
cresyl-phosphate itself is responsi- 
ble is doubtful. But in Smith's 


report it says that there may be~ 


other organic compounds unknown 
to us which do the same:thing. 
The epidemic is frankly mostly 
gossip at present. But at least the 
eventualities are sufficiently- seri- 
ous to suggest the warning that at 
the present time, with liquor now 
legal, there is no excuse for pa- 
tronizing the bootlegger or evader 
of the law. If you must drink, 
spend enough to buy good liquor,
